NANCY   KERRIGAN 

The  22-year-old  US  figure  skater  who  was  among  the  gold  medal  favorites  at  the  1994  Winter 
Olympics  was  attacked  after  practice  on  January  6, 1994,  by  a  man  who  hit  her  on  the  right  leg  with  a 
club  or  metal  bar.     The  blow  severly  bruised  her  knee  and  bruised  her  quadriceps  tendon,  an  injury 
that  could  impede  her  jumping  and  landing  ability. 

Within  days,  an  anonymous  phone  call  to  authorities  pointed  to  Kerrigan's  rival,  Tonya  Harding, 
and  few  of  her  entourage.  Harding's  ex-husband,  Jeff  Gillooly,  her  bodyguard,  Shawn  Eckardt,  and 
two  hired  men  were  arrested. 

The  US  Figure  Skating  Association  formed  a  panel  to  investigate  the  case,  a  first  step  in  the  process 
that  could  have  resulted  in  her  being  disqualified  from  the  Olympics. 


Maintaining  her  composure  during  the  competition,  Nancy  Kerrigan  was  able  to  win  the  Silver  Medal. 
Although  disappointed,  Nancy  returned  to  America  to  sign  a  contract  with  Disney,  Nike  and  other  major 
companies  for  several  million  dollars.
